What do you love more? Comics or

Can you tell us why CARS is your 


favorite Pixar film 


Aside from the obvious, that it's 
about cars, what really hooked me 
about the movie was its central 
themes of friendship and tolerance. 
In fact, the more I watch the movie, 
and I've lost count of how many 
times I've watched it now, the more 
subtleties I notice in the dialog and 
the characterizations. The fact that I 
haven't gotten tired of watching the 
movie is a testament to its depth.
